Mrs. Kennedy was removed from the room 
in an effort to quiet her, but when she 
was brought back a few minutes later she 
sobbed aloud, and finally collapsed ut- 


terly. 

Unable to proceed with the trial, Judge 
Wofford ordered agp adjournment till Mon- 
day morning, and the prisoner, moaning 
and crying aloud, was carried bodily across 


the corridor’to her cell. 

This was the first real sign of a break- 
down the prisoner has displayed since the 
killing in Janvary last, the cool attitude 
and apparently careless bearing she has 
shown having completely puzzled the offi- 
cers who have had her in their care. 

Miss Bertie Litchfield, a former school- 
mate of Bert Prince, was on the stand, re- 
suming her testimony of yesterday. Yes- 
terday she told of Prince being in the 
Ridge building at the time of the murder 
and of his conversation with her at the 


time. 
The defense had objected to this conver- 


sation being related, and Judge Wofford 
reserved his decision until today, announc- 
ing this morning that the state would be 
permitted to give the testimony, 

The theory of the state is that Bert 
Prince, together with his brother, Will, 
and his father, C. W. Prince, all of whom 
are awaiting trial on a charge of complicity 
in the murder, had conspired with Mrs.

discount. 
In this position the aldermen could find 
no one to act as marshal or street com- 
missioner or do any work. 
Then they decided to make one more ef- 
fort to borrow money, but no one would 
take the chances, and rather than have 
this city of 2000 people go to to the bad for 
want of any work for a year the aldermen 
concluded to raise $1800 by selling two sa- 
loon licenses, and they did so, and they will 
hold the money for current expenses. 
It the matter gets into the courts it is 
understood that the aldermen will defend 
their action by claiming that the license 
question was not properly placed on the 
ticket.

SHE PASSED AN EASY NIGHT 


PHYSICIANS’ BULLETIN PRE- 
SENTS A CHEERFUL VIEW. 


The Disease Is Pronounced Not Pro- 
gressive and General Improve- 
ment Is Noted. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—Mrs. McKinley's 
physicians have issued the following bulle- 
tin: 

‘‘Mrs. McKinley's illness has been a blood 
infection, resulting from periostitis of the 
index finger (bone felon), which began in 
Los Angeles, and which was promptly 
treated by incision. 

“The subsequent condition of exhaustion 


was due to the same blood infection, as- 
severated with a severe diarrhea. She im- 
proved, however, and was brought home in 
comfort and without loss of strength. 

‘The principal cause of anxiety in her 
case since her arrival in Washington has 
been acute endocarditis (inflammation of 
the lining membrane of the heart), involv- 
ing the mitral valve, the result of the same 
blood infection. ; 

“This does not appear to be progressive, 
and there has been an improvement in the 
diarrhea and in her coaees condition. Mrs. 
McKinley’s case at the present time pre- 
sents a more cheerful aspect.” 

Dr, Rixey spent three-quarters of an hour 
at the White House this morning. He re- 
ported that Mrs. McKinley passed a fairly 
comfortable night. 

Mrs. McKinley’s physicians were in con- 
sultation about two hours today and sub- 
sequently a very complete statement of the 
true character of the illness from which 
she has been suffering was issued. Such a 
statement had been promised from time to 
time and while in San Francisco it was 
sald that the President desired a fuller an- 
nouncement of the nature of Mrs. McKin- 
ley’s illness given to the public. But, for 
one reason or another, it has been with- 
held up to the present time. 

The statement that Mrs. McKinley's case 
at this time presents a more hopeful as- 
pect Is the best word that has come from 
the sickroom since the arrival of the dis- 
tinguished patient in Washington. The 
President feels considerably encouraged. 
Today was Mrs. McKinley's birthday and 
many beautiful flowers and gifts were left 
at the White House for her.

WAS RESUMED IN THE MORNING 


M. LABERDESQUE’S HONOR WAS 
SATISFIED. 


Quarrel Followed Among the Seconds 
and Other Duels Are Expected as 
a Result of Bad Feeling. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

PARIS, June 8&-—The duel with swords 
which was begun yesterday in the Parc Des 
Princes between Max Regis (the anti-Semite 
mayor of Algiers) and M. Laberdesque, an 
Algerian journalist, and which was ad- 
journed, after 19 resultless rounds had been 
fought, was resumed this morning. 

M. Regie was seriously wounded in the 
forearm, a copious flow of blood resulting, 
and the duel was thereupon stopped. 

The seconds, however, subsequently be- 
came involved in a lively altercation which 
will possibly lead to another duel. 

The trouble arose from anti-Jewish poli- 
tics. The crowd at first numbered 150 per- 
sons, but as soon as the news of the fight 
spread, hundreds more gathered to see the 
show.

As stated in Friday’s Post-Dispatch, the police report 10 
street car accidents in the past 24 hours, in which a number 
of persons were injured and considerable property damaged 
and destroyed 

Coroner Funkhouser reports 71 deaths from street car acci- 
dents during the year. Accepting Judge Wood’s estimate that 
eight times as many persons are injured more or less serious- 
ly as are killed. there were 639 accidents during the year, an 
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‘average of more than l1aday. Friday’s record indicates that 
_ the number is rap‘dly increasing.

Excessive speed 
accounts for yet more; while not a few are plainly due to in- 
competence of employes.

We hope for better things. The new management speaks 
the public fair.

Prof. Gilman, ex-President of Johns Hopkins University, 
took occasion, in an address to students, to deplore what he 
called “an era of Carnegie—too much reading.”’ 

“Don't read too much,” said Dr. Gilman. “Study the art of 
thinking.” 

Too much of anything is undesirable. Too much reading, 
too much wealth, too much thinking, too much work, too 
much leisure—if there is an excess in anything, the result 
will be more or less injurious. It is the rule of measure 
again. 

Dr. Gilman is probably right in thinking there is too much 
reading and too little thinking. The mass of stuff devoured 
by the average mind is well calculated to produce mental 
dyspepsia. 

People drink in ideas from books. But if they do not at 
the same time give out, they will become poorer instead of 
richer. 

This cannot be too well understood. The mind is enriched 
by reading, yes; but it can keep its riches only by assimilat- 
ing them by thought, giving them form, and expressing them 
in life, speech or action. 

So, read as much as you can assimilate.

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A DELUGE OF AMERICAN GOODS. 


A German publication received at the State Department in 


can trade likens the Western Republic to a youth whose prog- 
ress has been “watched with the superiority of a fatherly 
well-wisher.”’ 

Europe was amused while America was yet troubled with 
growing pains. The young giant’s appetite was insatiable and 
bought much goods in Europe, paying cash. This was high- 
ly gratifving and the youngster was patted on the back for 
a good boy. A 

But the boy, alas, is a man. Goods ‘‘made in Germany” 
stand no show in Germany against goods. ‘made in America.” 

Here is a menace to Europe and the Berlin paper sounds 
the alarm. “The importation of American goods into Europe 
is becoming steadily more dangerous,” says this German 
writer. ‘“‘What we should strongly fight against is being 
pushed out of our own market by the underbidding of Amer- 
ican industries.”’ 

Yes, dangerous. It’s the same old protection logic, with a 
difference. For decades we protected the highly paid.labor of 
Amcrica against the poorly paid labor of Europe. Now they 
protect their poorly paid labor against the prosperous work- 
imgmen of America whose wares are so cheap. It isn’t worth 
while to twit the protection philosophers with inconsistency. 
Any logic is good enough if it serves its turn in an election 
year. 

The main thing is to prevent people buying in the cheapest 
market. That is the end. It doesn’t matter what argument 
is used to persuade or compel them to buy in the dearest. 

Meanwhile, putting aside all theories, wise and foolish, the 
American public is quite well satisfied with the conditons. If 
Dame FEuropa’s sons and daughters don’t want to pay her 
prices, let them see to it that American goods are not shut 
out In pursuance of a policy of special privilege.

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THE “DOWN TRODDEN FLOWER.” 


The Post-Dispatch and its readers, in conjunction with hu- 
mane people all over the country, have made appeals in be- 
half of birds and game.

Eight eggs broken in water and several 
slices of toast form the chief dish of the 
meal, and the eggs will cost 16 2-3 cents. 
A quart of potatoes, sliced and fried 
brown in butter, will cost 44% cents, as daily 
estimated. 

French toast, as everybody knows, is sim- 
ply “fried bread.’’ Slices of bread are 
dipped in milk into which has been stirred 
& beaten egg and some salt. The cost of 
the dish is all included in the cost of the 
flour, eggs and milk for the week. 


The cost of the breakfast is: 
10 cents; oatmeal, 5 cents; eggs, 
cents; potatoes, 4% cents; total, 
cents. 

Eggs are not a cheap breakfast dish at 
this season, but asin the case of strawber- 
ries, grape fruit and several of the vege- 
tables on the week's menu, a little higher 
than the average cost is given in the esti- 
mate made, 30 that while at some seasons 
the articles named will cost more than the 
price specified, at others the price will be 
considerably less.

The pan is set in 
the oven and the potatoes roasted. When 
removed from the oven the dish will be 
beautifully browned, and the flavor of the 
vegetubles will have permeated the pota- 
toes. The vegetables are not served with 
the potatoes, and are simply cooked with 
them to impart a flavor. 


The Saturday breakfast and dinner are 
ognceray more expensive than those 
of the preceding days. The cost of both the 
eggs «nd the chicken is more than the cost 
of the other breakfast materials and the 
other meats. However, when on several of 
the other days the cost has run below 
for both meals, the $1.20 1-3 allowed for the 
two meals on this day will not be considered 
extravagant. 

Fried oyster pass are the vegetables 
served. A pound of oyster plant, or vege- 
table oysters as they are known, is needed. 
They are dipped in a beaten egg, then 
rolled in bread crumbs and fried brown in 
butter. They cost ten cents a pound. 


The dinner cost: Soup, 10 cents, beside 
the stock: chicken, 60 cents; potatoes, 4% 
cents; fried oyster plant, 10 cents; 5 cents 
for the vegetables used in cooking the 
potatoes; total, 89% cents. 

The dessert—pineapple bread puddin 
is easily made and costs very ifttle. The 
name bread pudding suggests economy, be- 
cause it is palpably designed to make use 
of the stale bread of several days. The 
bread, broken and baked with the yolks of 
two eggs, two ounces of sugar and one cup 
of milk, is browned in the oven, and is a 
ood dead improved by the addition of a 
ew slices of chopped pineapple. The fruit 
for the Sunday breakfast is pineapple, and 
two or three slices may easily be spared 
from it, the fruit being kept fresh upon ice.
